About 1000 miles from the mouth of 
the Amazon there debouches into 
stupendous river a great tributary named 
the Madeira, which for 660 miles is navi- 
gable for ocean-going vessels until Porto 
Velho de Santo Antonia is reached. 
Krom this point to the mouth of the 
» Mamore, a distance of about 250 miles, 
there is a series of rapids and falls of 
such tremendous force that navigation is 
rendered impossible. 

It is to overcome this obstruction to 
communication and link the lower with 
the upper reaches of the Madeira and its 
great aflluents, the Mamore, the Beni 
and other navigable rivers, that the 
Madeira‘and Mamore railway is now 
being constructed. 

From as far back as 1846 various 
schemes, such as canals, roads and ship 
railways have been proposed to overcome 
this natural obstruction, but all have 
been discarded. 

As early as 1871 a railway was pro- 
jected at the instance of Bolivia, but 
unforeseen difficulties swamped the enter- 
prise before construction had proceeded 
beyond the preparation of the plans and 
a few miles of survey. 

Again in 1878 a still more earnest 
effort was made to build the Madeira 
and Mamore railway, under United 
States contractors, but after a year’s 
work the undertaking failed through a 
variety of causes. 

But now, with a better knowledge of 
how to overcome physical conditions pre- 
viously considered insurmountable in 
tropical regions, and with improved tools 
and appliances the Madeira-Mamore rail- 
road will soon be an accomplished fact. 

Under skilled American superinten- 
dence, and with a small army of work- 
men, many of them being Germans and 
Spaniards, the railway has been com- 
pleted a distance of 46 miles over which 
trams are running, and almost all the 
remaining distance graded and made 
ready for the track. 

With its completion, probably in

Yet what is to be done about it? There is the ‘phone right at 
the housekeeper's or housewifes elbow. It 1s a long way to the 
market. There is no time to spare. What is more natural than that 
the one in charge of the house should say: “Good morning, Mr. 
Butcher or Baker or Candlestick-Maker, please send so-and-so, and 
be sure to have it here in time tor luncheon? Yes, that’s all, thank 
vou. Good morning.” Isn't it easy? Furthermore, if the goods 
are not satisfactory when they arrive they can then be sent back if it 
should happen that there is time enough \nd the price? Well, that 
will be indicated in the bill at the end of the month. And what a 
saving of the marketmans time and patience! No critical hauling 
over of all the goods in the stall by a finical customer to find the 
best and perhaps the best not good enough. That sort of marketing 
has very largely gone out of tashion in this “push-the-button’’-and 


endeavor on the part of the women prmises 
to result in personal or public good. To their literary investigation 
and pleasures they have added enthusiastic and intelligent work for
